WASHINGTON :.—The Pentagon 
this week cleared up some ques- 
tions that. have been bothering 
Army enlisted men regarding the 
change-over to Army Green uni- 
forms and the wearing of rank in- 
signia. 

A new Army Green uniform, 
with cap, in which the coat and 
trousers are “matched” (cut from 
the same bolt) will cost about 
$41.60. Since it has already been 
announced that men will have to 
buy their own uniforms, the ques- 
tion arises of where the money is 
te come from. 

Anyane coming into the Army 
alter Oct. 1, 1957, will be issued 
one Army .Green. and one OD 
Stiade 33 uniform. For those who 








stay beyond the “wear-out” period 
—Oct, 1, 1959—purchase of one 
Army Green uniform will be ré- 
quired. 

Beginning at.some later date 
but before Oct. 1, 1959 (probably | 
Oct. 1, 1958), the Army will issue 
two Army Green uniforms to new 
members. On Oct, 1, 1959? all 
enlisted men must have two Army 
Green uniforms 

For those already in service, 
officials point out that the “stand- 
ard uniform allowance” of. $5.20 
a month ($62.40.a year) is enough 
not only te buy two Army~Green 
uniforms and one cap over the|

The circular directs: the person- 
to-person canvass to be carried on bs 
at “each installation and separate | 
activity aad Department of the | 
Army staff agency which has not | 
reached the Army-wide goal of 65 
percent participation in the pay- 
roll purchase of U. S, Savings | 
Bonds.” 

Though no “coercion” is to ‘be 
used, every individual who is not 
now ‘buying -bonds through payroll 
savings is to be interviewed during 
the. canvass. 

Actual canvassers, the circular 
says, should be “individuals with 
salés ability who are interested in 
the program.” 

Overseas, the canvass is to be 
carried out during. April or May. 
In the States, March and April are 
the dates. The canvass at post, 
activity or agency is not to run 
more than two weeks.

Changing ROPA 


signs of a revival of interest in persuading 
Congress to Amend the Reserve Officer Per- 
sonnel Act, The original drive to do this 
bogged down some months ago. There is no 
doubt that several features of the law do 
need changing. 4 

A case in point is the present situation 
by which good officers sometimes find them- 
selves promoted right out of their table of 
organization positions, winding up with no 
jobs. €ommanders have complained in the 
past that ROPA’s mandatory promotion sec- 
tion was costing the services some outstand- 
ing officers but nothing could be done about 
it. : 





Another ROPA feature due for overhaul 
is the one allowing automatie confirmation 


of temporary promotiops (given Reservists - 
on active duty) to’‘permanent rank. Regular 
officers, who must pass separate selection 
boards to gain permanent rank, deem this 
unfair. . 

A more serious ROPA ill is the “hip 
pocket” promotion feature. Active duty Re- 
servists picked for higher rank than the one 
in which serving put the promotion away, 
for they can’t wear’ it on active duty. This 
denies one of ‘the basic concepts of ROPA: 
promotion itself. 

It is unfortunate that no solution to the 
hip pocket problem presents itself at this 
time. Permitting the promotions on active 
duty could oversubscribe grade authoriza- 
tions or force separations of those promoted, 
or both. 

But the dilemma points up a more funda- 
mental difficulty of ROPA—the attempt to 
make the law do for Reservists what the 
Officers’ Personnel Act (OPA) does for 
Regulars. 

ROPA was designed to give Reserves a 
promotion - retention - elimination pattern 
identical to that for Regulars. This has not 
worked out. The two groups the laws aim 
to cover are not comparable. 

OPA covers a group of people always on 
active duty, within a fairly well confined age 
bracket. ROPA applies to both active duty 
and non-active duty people in a widespread 
age group—20 to 60. The appearance of 
many older persons compounds elimination 
and retention problems; so does the shuffling 
of numerous members to and from active 
duty. 

Such inequities as this also arise: two 
Reserve officers of equal rank and service, 
one on active duty and one off, are promoted 
at the same time. The active. duty officer 
puts his hike in mothballs; the non-EAD 
officer wears his and shortly is recalled to 
AD in his higher rank, thereby outranking 
his counterpart, who has been the full-time 
serviceman. ’ 

The differences betwéen the two systems 
and the personnel involved are immense, and 
perhaps rewriting the laws to make them 
identical in all respects is not feasible. 

But ROPA amendment emphasis could 
spotlight those particular ills which, when 
changed, can’t be put into effect bythe 
services without undue difficulty.’ Further, 
the notion that in all respects ROPA is for 
the Reserves what OPA is, for Regulars 
should be dispelled. 
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“© 1 Can Become a War Vet Just Like THAT!’ 
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Vermont Wants Retireds

A program to assist retired officers of 
the armed services in finding residence, 
and employment where desired, in’ Ver- 
mont initiated some months ago by Sena- 
tor Ralph E, Flanders, has mushroomed 
far beyond expectations. Letters of in- 
quiry have been received from officers 
stationed in all parts of the world. 

Many of the officers seeking informa- 
tion about Vermont are doing it well in 
advance of their retirement date; but 
many more already retired, and those 
whose severance from the service wil 
come within a year, have shown keen in- 
terest in Vermont as.a place of residence 
and employment, according to Senator 
Flander’s office in Montpelier which is 
processing and answering the inquires. 

About 50 percent of the inquiries. are 
from officers interested in teaching in 
Vermont, while another, 30 percent are 
intérested in various types of engineering. 
Nearly all are qualified by education, 
and/or experience, for the types of em- 
ployment sought. 

oa * * 

THE FIRST placement under the Ver- 
mont program was that of Col. Dwight 
W. Caswell, USAF (Ret.) of White Marsh, 
Md., who signed a contract to teach 
science and mathematics at the North 
Troy, Vt., High School. Col. Caswell said 
he was “realizing a life-long ambition to 
enter the public school teaching field.” 

Col. Caswell-is a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota and Harvard Uni- 
versity Law School. For sevéral years 
he commanded teaching services and 
taught military law, science and mathe- 
matics, 

Officers writing for information about 
Vermont residence have ranged in age 
from 38 to 65 and their rank has been 
from lieutenant to colonel in the Army 


and Air Force, and from lieutenant com- 
mander to captain in the Navy including, 
also, one Marine brigadier general. 

Some have college and university back- 
grounds with a wide variety of service- 
acquired skills. Others have some lack 
of formal education but an outstanding 
record of service achievement. 

Six officers visited Senator Flander’s 
office in Montpelier within recent weeks 
and were placed in contact with potential 
employers in several sections of the .state. 


* * * * 


THE VERMONT committee set up by 
Senator Flanders has received coopera- 
tion from state departments, industry and 
private business in the effort to assist re- 
tired officers. An analysis of the inquiries 
received to date shows that a large num- 
ber of the officers possess skills which 
are in short supply in Vermont, not only 
in the teaching and engineering fields but 
in other areas of employment as well. 

Many applications fos employment are 
at present being processed by various dé- 
partments of state government, and the 
larger businesses and industries in the 
state. Some of these are from officers 
already retired but a larger number is 
from men who will retire within the next 
six to 12 months. 

The area, aside from teaching, most 
open for employment in Vermont is in 
civil engineering, and the Vermont com- 
mittee is hoping that there will be further 
inquiries from officers who are qualified 
in this field, as well as in all others.

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Is Regimental Plan 
A Paper ‘Exercise?

Ts Army is being deliberately arbitrary in assigning 
men to regiments of infantry, artillery, cavalry and 
armor as it both reorganizes into the “pentomic structure” 
and.adopts the “Combat Arms Regimental Plan”. 

For example, there was little 
choice at Fort Riley, Kan., as far 
concerned, 


as individuals were 
when the 2d 
Battle Groups 
(they are being 
called combat 
groups tempo- 
rarily, but will 
be changed) of . 
the’ 2d and 28th 
Infantry Regi- 
ments were ac-' 
tivated. Men 
who had been 
members of the 
16th, 18th and 
26th Infantry Regiments were 
transferred into the other two 
battle groups without. recourse. 
The same thing is happening 
and will continue to happen -for 
at least another 15 months, until 
bow Army is completely reorgan- 





What then? 

The original concept behind the 
adoption of the Combat Arms 
Regimental Plan was to provide 
individuals with a “home,” a feel- 
ing throughout their cafeers that 
they were members of a specific 
unit. 

Preservation of the traditional 
units histories, some sort of his- 
torical continuity for tactical units, 
an administrative machine for ex- 
panding or reducing the number of 
units in the Army, a possible de- 
vice for unit and individual re- 
placement without chaos, and some 
sort of decentralized individual 
career management were all pro- 
posed as corollary or secondary 
possibilities inherent in the plan. 

So far, corollary goals one, two 
and three seem to We achieved. The 
other goals will take a lot of de- 
velopment. And the primary goal 
is deliberately ignored. 

Will individuals who have 
been ordered out of units in 
which they felt pride be able 
to get back “home”? 

Army officials hope so. But it 
will take perhaps as much as six 
years, or even more, before every 
career soldier in a combat arm 
can attach himself permanently to 
the regiment of his choice. 

First things must come first, 
officials said. In the case of the 
reorganization and the combat 
arms plan, the first thing was to 
get the Army reorganized, In the 
process, the identification of tac- 
tical units with traditional regi- 
ments is being done. 

Thus the regimental plan goes 
into operation. 

Once established, the primary 
goal can be worked for. Regula- 
tions will have te be changed. 
New enlistees will come into regi- 
ments. All reenlistees will be of- 
fered a choice of regiment or a 
choice of location. It isn’t likely 
that both can be done. 

Consider a sergeant in the 
8th Infantry Division. When 
the 8th reorganizes, the 28th 
Infantry will become Ist Battle 
Group, 28th Infantry. Suppose 
the sergeant decides he wants 
to remain with this unit. 

But his enlistment is up and 
regulations require that he re-

Tougher, but not much so, is the 
problem of the sergeant -at Fort 
Riley now in the 2d Battle Group, 
2d Infantry.

Now suddenly he finds himself 
in a new regiment, though still 
with the Big Red One. 


He has a problem of loyalty. 
Is his unit the regiment? Or 
the division? If it’s the regi- 
ment, as historians and DA of- 
ficials say it should be, he can 
get back to the 16th, probably, 
when he reenlists. 

If he is due for an oversea tour; 
he’ll go to a battle group of the 
16th which is stationed overseas 
in some division. But suppose 
the 2d Battle Group, 16th Inf., is 
assigned not overseas but as a 
separate unit, say, at Fort Ben- 
ning. What then? How does this 
man stay with his regiment and yet 
get in his oversea tour? 

There’s no answer yet from the 
Army. A voluntary tour in a 
“short tour’ oversea assignment 
will probably get the man back 
to the 16th most quickly. Will it 
be possible? 

It’s problems like this, once 
the regimental plan is applied 
Army-wide, that must be met 
and solved positively and imagi- 


" natively, 


Without making possible iden- 
tification between regiments and 
men, without establishing a phys- 
ical “home” for the regiment, the 
Combat Arms Regimental Plan is 
a paper exercise, keeping a lot 
of high-paid people uselessly busy.

THE VA OFFICIAL emphasized 
that any proposal to extend the 
so-called readjustment benefits to 
the new class of peacetime veter- 
ans should be justified on the basis 
“of a need to overcome disruptions 
to education or careers” caused by 
service under present conditions, 
and not by “analogy” to benefits 
provided World War II and Korea 
veterans. 

Senator Strom Thurmond, (D., 
S.C.), leading the sub-group, agreed 
that the bills raise “a fundamental 
policy question” since never before 
has the United States during peace- 
time had compulsory military serv: 
ice. 

He advanced the theory that the 
government might provide only the 
_ cost of tuition, books and. other 
supplies necessary for education, 
with the veteran responsible for 
his own subsistence. * 

The South Carolina lawmaker 
also suggested that school ‘loans, 
at low or no interest, could be 
made veterans and repaid at a 
future date. 

* * * 

REPRESENTING the Defense 
Department, Air Force Col. M. E. 
Norton pointed to a Bradley Com- 
mission recommendation, which op- 
posed peacetime benefits, to sub- 
stantiate his argument. 

Col, ‘Norton said War II and 
Korea GI Bills were intended to 
assist veterans in making the tran- 
sition from military service in 
time of war .te.civilian life. 

“The Defense Department be- 
lieves that. to apply this same 
reasoning to personnel now in serv- 
ice leads to the inference that serv- 
ice. in- the armed. forces is -some-

of personnel remain 
in service on a long-term basis. 

Similar complaints about re- 
enlistments were also voiced by 
Army and Navy spokesmen. 

The Army was particularly con- 
cerned about losing skilled. spe- 
cialists necessary for its “pentomic” 
reorganization. 

The Defense officials suggested 
that if a peacetime system of bene- 
fits were enacted, the period in 
which they could be used should 
be extended indefinitely in order 
to minimize early separations. 

Mustering-out pay was opposed 
by the Defense representatives. 

Another witness, Maj. Gen. Lewis 
B. Hershey, Selective Service direc- 
tor, said a peacetime proposal 
would conflict with the historical 
development of benefits for war- 
time service, 

He wondered what would be 
offered veterans.in the event. of 
another emergency.

ON THE OTHER HAND, Senator 
Case made a strong defense for 
retaining only the educational pro- 
visions for peacetime veterans. He 





said his proposal offered the follow- 
| ing benefits: 

| @ Increased production of 
| skilled technicians, scientists and

age. 

@ Increased. economic capability 
of the individual and ‘the greater 
contribution he makes to the na- 
tional -income and to the national 
income tax receipts. .

Senator. Kuchel . followed the 
Same réasoning. ' Both submitted 
numerous letters from-groups and 
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the new Cordiner pay proposals 
will affect them if adopted by the 
Defense Department and Congress.

THE BIGGEST pay cut for offi- 
cers, however, will come this year, 
when most of our uniforms become 
obsolete and we are required. to 
go over to the Army Green, For 
new type shirts, trousers, blouses, 
hats, - etc., will require at least 
$250 or $300. Two years ago, a 
new coat came out which was a 
*‘must”—costing the officer more 
money, even though he had other 
coats, now obsolete.

ceive a $300 allowance.” Here’s 
what’s meant by “certain of- 
ficers”; 

If the officer receives a com- 
mission as an active duty enlisted 
man from OCS or by direct pro- 
curement from enlisted status, 
same component, the initial uni- 
form allowance is only $100 
active duty allowance makes 
$200. 

On the other hand, if the Re- 
serve officer is appointed from 
civilian life or comes on active 
duty as a Reserve officer from 
ROTC, the initial allowance is 
$200, Added to the. $100 active 
duty allowance, he may thus be 
entitled to $300. 

Both the active duty allowance 
of $100 and the initial uniform 
allowance of $100 or $200 may be 
paid to a Reserve officer as a 
result of one entry on AD or AD 
fer training of more than 90 
days’ duration, if he meets the 
above requirements.

Mrs. Martensen 
did not file a properly-filled out 
claim until November, 1954. 

Her son Victor, a first lieuten- 
ant of infantry, was killed in ac- 
tion in France on Aug. 9, 1944.

Design for Corregidor 
Memorial to Be Chosen 


WASHINGTON. The final 
design for a memorial on Corregi- 
dor Island, honoring the men who 
lost their lives in the Asiatic-Pacific 
theater in War II, will be chosen 


April 23. . 3 
The memorial will be part of a 
twin project planned by the 


Bataan-Corregidor Memorial Com- 
mission. The other is a “living 
memorial.” That is, some type of 
program, such as an educational 
program, using the actual monu- 
ment to promote the cause of 
peace. 

Forty-eight architectural firms 
took part in the competition to 
find a design for the Corregidor 
memorial. Of these, 10 finalists 
were chosen. The winning design 
from these. 10 will be picked in 
April. 

The winning architect will get 
$10,000. This ‘will. be part of an 
eventual fee of $100,000 as con- 


struction architect. The nine other 
finalists will get $1200 each. 

No date has been set to begin 
construction of the memorial, 
which has to be approved by the 





Philippine Shrine Commission. 

The plans on the memorial 
came to light durig Congressional 
hearings on the Bataan-Corregidor 
Memorial Commission’s appropria- 
tion for fiscal 1958. The House ap- 
propriations committee voted to 
give the Commission $44,000, 

This brings the three year ap- 
propriation of the commission to 
$100,000, the total money au- 
thorized in the law setting up the 
commission. 

This is not to pay for the 
memorial, of course. It is merely to 
allow the group to choose a design 
and make preparations for building 
the memorial. 

The Memorial itself is expected 
to cost about $6-million. It is to be 
privately financed, with patriotic 
groups probably given a chance 
to help raise the money.

The type of equipment was first 
tested by the Army. for field use 
during Exercise Sage Brush last 
year in the Louisiana maneuver 
area and proved to be very success- 
ful. It has been installed on a 
much larger scale for King Cole, 
Nearly one-third of the 25,000 
troops participating in King Cole 
will be signal troops. 

There are nine microwave sites 
along the north-south axis extend- 
ing from Bernice down to Long- 
ville. At each site is a relay tower 
which ranges in some instances to 
over 200 feet in height.

THE UHF SYSTEM will allow 
45 voice channels (telephone) to 
be sent out over the same fre- 
quency. The voice channels are tied 
in with telephone switchboards and 
relay the telephone messages by 
radio signal throughout the maneu- 
ver area, eliminating the neces- 
sity of laying miles of telephone 
wire. 

For an idea of thé capacity of 
each of the 45 channels, one is 
capable of handling 16 teletype 
machines at one time, or all 45 
channels could handle 720 tele- 
types at once. 

- ° o 

THE FEATURE that makes the 
microwave system so attractive to 
the Army is that it is almost im- 
possible to intercept any messages 
transmitted. In order to intercept 
messages it would be necessary to 
have exactly the same equipment 
and get in the exact path of the 
transmitted wave. It was a simple 
task for anyone to tap a telephone 
wire under the older system. 

The complexity of the micro- 
wavé system is further shown by 
the fact that it takes seven months 
to train a man to operate it at the 
Signal Center in Fort Monmouth, 
N. J.

U.S. Set For 
‘Gas’ War 


CHICAGO — Maj. Gen. William 
M. Creasy the Army’s chief chem- 
ical officer, warned “unfriendly 


“has an ability to: defend itself 
in the field of toxological warfare”. 

Speaking to the National Mili- 
tary-Industrial Conference here, he 
said: 

“Materiel-wise, today we have 
reason to believe that we hold a 
technological superiority in the 
means of defending ourselves 
against the CBR weapons. But 
mentally we are not so well pre- 
pared,” 

Part of Gen. Creasy’s thesis is 
that Americans must recognize that 
chemical, bacteriological/and radio- 
logical weapons are likely to be 
used in the next war. He quoted 
the Soviet Defense Minister’s 
speech of a year ago before the 
Communist Party Congress in Mos- 
cow, where he said: “.,. any future 
war will be characterized by the 
mass use of. airpower, various types 
of rocket .. . atomic, thermonuclear, 
chemical, and biological weapons.” 


ness to meet CBR attack, Ameri- 
cans must lose their fear of these 
weapons, while retaining a healthy 
respect for them, Gen, Creasy said. 
He pointed out that there is too 
much of an air of mystery sur- 
rounding CBR and said this was 
not necessary. 

In our daily life, he pointed out, 


‘lwe are constantly meeting situa- 


tions similar to those that CBR war- 
fare presents. He described the 
daily efforts Americans make to 


keep from getting. sick as similar 
to the prevéntive measures that 
can and must be taken against bac- 
teriological warfare. The smogs, 
noxious fumes, industrial gasses 
and highway exhausts that all of us 
meet daily are very similar to gas 
warfare. 

The important thing now, Gen. 
Creasy said, is to be sure that po- 
tential enemies know we are pre- 
pared not only for nuclear attack 
but also for CBR attacks. Know- 
ledge that our security system is 
complete in an area where lack of 
publicity has indicated a weakness 
will make a potential aggressor hes- 
itate to attack and thus help pre- 
serve the peace.

Lt. Col. George E, Danald, nu- 
clear effects engineer ofthe Army’s 
Quartermaster food and container 
institute, said that within a year 
the Army planned to start feeding 
irradiated foods to tens of thous- 
ands soldiers. 


Speaking before a scientific sym- 
posium of the 1957 nuclear con- 
gress, Col. Danald said the Army 
has already tried out the irradiated 
food on group of human volunteers 
with “no untoward effect.” It is 
now experimenting with a group 
of animals to prove the non-exis- 
tence of any long-term hazards. 

He conceded, however, that re- 
searchers in the field are faced 
with “a very serious problem to get 
people to agree that the food is 
not dangerous.” One reason for 
the mass feeding experiment, he 
said, will be te demonstrate to the 
public the safety. of irradiated 
foods. 

Col. Danald also pointed out that 
irradiated foods contain a certain 
amount of radioactivity. But there 
is no. evidence, he added, that 
atomic processing created “any 
significant increase in_ radio-

FORT DIX, N. J. — Each year a 75-man “welcoming 
committee” at this gigantic Infantry basic training center 
introduces approximately 75,000 young civilians to Army life. 





Twelve induction stations in the 
northeastern corner of the nation 
channel their Army manpower se- 
lections through the 1264th Recep- 
tion Station here, while additional 
increments of reserve and. prior- 
service troops boost the daily work 
influx to 350 to 400 men, 

In addition to serving newly in- 
ducted troops from the eight states 
comprising the First Army area, 
the reception stztion also processes 
enlisted, re-enlisted, National 
Guard, Army Reserve and ROTC 
arrivals. This year nearly 2000 Re- 
serve Forces Act volunteers, here 
for six months’ active duty train-

Europe Food Service 


WASHINGTON—Lt. Col. Helen 
M. Davis, chief of the dietitian sec- 
tion, Army Medical Specialist 
Corps, will leave, March 27th for 
Europe to observe the food service 
and other activities of the dieti- 
tians in the Army hospitals. of 
France and Germany.

COMMANDED by Maj. Robert A. 
Salvador, the reception center in- 

itiates- young soldiers into Army 
life with an action-packed sched- 
ule. During a strezmlined but 
highly organized 72 hours of proc- 
essing/ the recruits are briefed on 
their military obligations and privi- 
leges, tested and interviewed for 
job assignments, immunized, exam- 
ined, issued military clothing, giv- 
en a $20 partial pay and assigned 
fo a trzining unit. 

“Since men entering the Army 
gain lasting impressions from 
their first experiences here,” 
Maj. Salvador remarked, “we 
hope to make those impressions 
favorable through the accelerated 
processing.” 

The chief function of the re- 
ception station is to get the new 
soldier started on the right foot 
by preparing and confirming the 
accuracy of his records, and by let- 
ting him know his rights, privi- 
leges and responsibilities in mili- 
tery service, and. emphasizing 
things of immediate importance to 
him, To provide this service, the 
center is divided into three sec- 
tions—the Receiving Branch, Clas- 
sification and Testing Branch, and 
Personnel Affairs'-and Records 
Branct . 

The first section receives all in- 
coming personnel, conducts initial 
record checks and orientation, in- 
itiates records for all men without 
prior service, ‘issues clothing and 
assigns each man to one of the 
three reception companies. 

At the Classification and Test- 
ing Branch, multiple tests end in- 
terviews are conducted. In this sec- 
tion pertinent data is compiled and 
job qualifications are determined. 

The Personal Affairs and Rec- 
ords Branch orientates incoming 
men as to the rights, benefits and 
obligations in the military service. 
Personal interviews are conducted 
to erfange desired allotments and 
to confirm information entered on 
records. Here all records are re- 
checked and readied for distribu- 
tion to the designated training unit. 

* * « 


THE TRANSITION from civilian 
to soldier begins as soon as a new 
arrival steps off the bus in front 
of the reception .station, where he 
is met by a member of the receiv- 
ing section. If it’s mealtime, he is 
whisked off to the aeerest mess 
for his first taste of Army fare. 

Or if he hesn’t been fed in four 
hours, he receives a hot meal, re- 
gardless of the time of day or 
night. 

Following a brief orientation and 
welcome, the recruit picks up a 
“pre-pac” clothing issue, includ- 
ing a field cap, overcoat, towels, 
gloves and identification tags, and 
moves to a reception company for 
billeting during his three dey’ of

It Costs $220. to Ship Cognac Home 


FORT CARSON, Cclo.—This is 
the saga of the German police dog 


who limped his way. into the hearts 
of a company of American soldiers.

diving is the shelf of books of interest to the 
underwater enthusiast? Two new ones from A. S. 
Barnes should stand high with the weekend sports 
diver as well as the serious student of submarine

One is The Pocket Guide to the Undersea World, 
by Ley Kenyon, one of England’s foremost divers. 
This covers everything from history of the new 
sport to a list of round-the-world diving clubs and 
depots for recharging aqualung oxygen cylinders. 

Chapters on equipment, advice to beginners in- 
cluding ills that may beset the diver, and on under- 
water photography are porter thorough. In: 
cluded are 36 photographs, three in color by J. Y. 
Cousteau and others, and 63 fish painted in color 
by the author. 

Only drawback to the section on fishes, and this 
for the Stateside diver only, is that it is devoted 
mainly to species found in European and Mediter- 
ranean waters. The U.S. vice-diver stationed in 
these areas should actually find thése specie plates 
a most welcome source of identification. 

The other volume, certainly one of the most com- 
prehensive of its kind, is “The Underwater Guide 
to Marine Life.” This is by Elgin Ciampi and Carle- 
ton Ray, two Columbia graduate. students who've 
explored the underwater world for 12 years.in such 

ces as Hawaii, California, Alaska, the Caribbean,

This one is beautifully illustrated with photo- 
graphs by the authors and others and with ‘sea life 
sketches and color, drawings by the Japanese artist, 
Teiji Takai.

Radar Now Checking 
Speed of Pitchers 


WEST PALM BEACH, Fia. 
Something new has been added to 
baseball. Now it’s an electronic 
scout, believe it or not. The Kansas 
City Athletics and Admira] Corpo- 
ration disclosed that the baseball 
club is using a traffic radar to 
check the speed of its pitchers dur- 
ing spring training. 

Manager Lou Boudreau of ‘the 
Athletics said that heretofore a 
pitcher’s speed was checked visual- 
ly—“not a. very accurate guide.” 
Scouts looking over prospects 
throughout the country rated a 
pitcher’s speed as 1, 2, or 3. 

“Since the hand is quicker than 
the human eye you can imagine 
how much faster a pitched ball is,” 
Boudreau pointed out, “With our 
new electronic scout, it is now 
possible to determine scientifically 
the exact speed of a pitched or bat- 
ted ball. While speeds up to 70 
miles per hour alfeady have been 
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recorded it is too early in the sea- 
son to permit our pitehers to use 
full steam.”

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What Makes Good Color Picture? 


By BRUCE DOWNES 
Editor, Popular Photography 


TAKING pictures in color seems so simple that 

few people realize how difficut it actually is. 
Does this seem contradictory? It really isn’t. Color 
photography is simple because all you have to do 
is put color film in your camera and shoot: The 
lab does the rest. But it is difficult because the 
photographer has very little control over hig _re- 
sults, and what little he has is very tricky, indeed. 

In other words, though anyone can get an image 
on color film, not. anyone can foresee his results 
and control them. In short, first rate pictures in 
color are rare. Some of the good ones are acci- 
dents, but most of them are made by photographers 
who know what they are doing. The winners’ in 
the Army Times contest are pretty good examples. 

As in all branches of photography, or any of 
the arts for that matter, the chief factor in the 
making of a good picture is the photographer’s own 
point of view. If it is original and imaginative, his 
If his vision is clear, his. pic- 
tures wil be se, too. 

I think you will find a nice clarity about. all of 
these prize winners. Clarity means the elimination 
of all extraneous details, leaving the picture. rec- 
tangle free for the subject, or the picture tdea, 
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This is sometimes called simplicity, too. In all 
of these pictures there is no mistaking the photog. 
rapher’s intention. The statements are clear; you 
don’t have to search through a clutter of objects 
to. find the central idea, or theme, or object. 


Look at Major Novak’s imaginative “Long Shad- 
ows” and see with what clarity the figure, brilliantly 
lighted by a low yellow sun, stands dramatically 
revealed against the horizontal and diagonal shad- 
ows on the sand. Nothing interferes with the idea 
here. It has strong impact, enhanced by the fact 
that it is confined to two complimentary colors, 

There shopld, of course, be no jarring color 
juxtapositions in_a good color picture. The more 
harmonious the colors, the more successful the 
picture, other factors being equal, « Major Novak's 
picture is a fine example, and ‘so, tbo, is M/Szt.. 
Abbott’s excellent portrait of 4 small boy, which 
he calls “Concentration.” This isa fine composi 
tion in which ‘the. primary colors ‘strike a most 
harmonious chord: ‘There is only a bit of yellow, 
in‘ the bottom of the glass, but it seems fust right. 
Note; too, how well the spots of soft yellow and 
fed are handled. against the neutral gray of the 
weather-beaten wood in Major Tarsitano’s picture 
called “Girl and Dried Conch.” This is a quiet

AGFA RETURNS TO US. 


LMOST six months have passed since the Photokina in Cologne, Germany, and 


again Agfa is participating im an important fair ef the photographic industry.) 


Yet the International Photographic Exposition of 1957 constitutes more than a mére 
fair for the Agfa Aktiengesellschaft for Photofabrikation. It marks the return to 
the American market. An old name, well-known the werld over, reappears in the 
United States as a symbol of the high quality products from the German Agfa plants. 

Much time has passed since the American public has last seen the blue Agfa 
diamond on orange ground, and this was true in many other countries all over the 
world. Up te now only few people and the American Armed Forces abroad had a 
chance to get acquainted with the new Agfa products, 

At the end of the war more than 60 percent of Agfa’s facilities lay in ruins. Yet} 
limited production was resumed as early as 1945 with make-shift installations pro- 
viding office and factory space. While Agfa engineers in the Munich plant worked 








to improve the world-famous Agfa cameras and develop new modeéls, chemists at 
Leverkusen resumed their black and white film production under most difficult con 
ditions and thus continued the Agfa tradition to search for new and better films. 

In its never-ending search for better office products Agfa introduced Copyrapid 
in 1950, This made it possible to produce photocopies with “Lightning speed,” revo- | 
lutionizing world-wide approval. 

During the following years, new plant buildings mushroomed in Leverkusen. In 
Munich, the camera plant was rebuilt, modernized. and expanded. New improved 
camera models took the place of the old successful Agfa products—the favered 
camera models which were sold to millions, 

In 1953, the new 35 mm camera Agfa Silette created a real sensation. One million 
Silette cameras have since helped pave the way for 35 mm photography. The Silefte 
joined the popular Agfa Karat, which also-introduced many improvements. As a 2% 
square camera, the Agfa Isolette was further developed. In 1954, the Clack became 
the hit of the Photokina, following the precedent set by the Agfa Box many years ago. 

In 1956, Agfa presented the Isola, another inexpensive 2% square camera which 
put photography within reach of many more prospective photo fans.

Another surprise at the Photokina was the Agfa Automatic 66, a 2% square 
camera with fully automatic exposure control. Aside from eliminating exposure 
problems, this camera incorporates the high level of operatjonal simplicity which 
has been sought for so long.

AGFA RETURNS TO US. | 


LMOST six months have passed since the Photokina in Cologne, Germany, and 

again ‘Agfa is participating im an important fair ef the photographic industry.) 
Yet the International. Photographic Exposition of 1957 constitutes more than a mere 
fair for the Agfa Aktiengesellschaft for Photofabrikation. It marks the return to 
the American market. An old name, well-known the werld over, reappears in the 
United States as a symbol of the high quality products from the German Agfa plants. 

Much time has passed since the American public has last seen the blue Agfa 
diamond on orange ground, and this was true in many other countries all over the 
world. Up te now only few people and the American Armed Forces abroad had a 
chance te get acquainted with the new Agfa products, 

At the end of the war more than 60 percent of Agfa’s facilities lay in ruins. Yet 
limited production was resumed as early as 1945 with make-shift installations pro- 
viding office and factory space. While Agfa engineers in the Munich plant worked 
to improve the world-famous Agfa cameras and develop new models, chemists at} 
Leverkusen resumed their black and white film production under most difficult con-| 
ditions and thus continued the Agfa tradition to search for new and better films. 

In its never-ending search for better office products Agfa introduced Copyrapid 
in 1950, This made it possible to produce photocopies with “Lightning speed,” revo- 
lutionizing world-wide approval, 

During the following years, new plant buildings mushroomed in Leverkusen. In 
Munich, the camera plant was rebuilt, modernized. and expanded. New improved 
camera models took the place of the old successful Agfa products—the favored 
camera models which were sold to millions. 

In 1953, the new 35 mm camera Agfa Silette created a real sensation. One million 
Silette cameras have since helped pave the way for 35 mm photography. The Silette 
joined the popular Agfa Karat, which also introduced many improvements. As a 2% 
square camera, the Agfa Isolette was further developed. In 1954, the Clack became 
the hit of the Photokina, following the precedent set by the Agfa Box many years ago. 

In 1956, Agfa presented the Isola, another inexpensive 2% square camera which 
put photography within reach of many more prospective photo fans. 

* Shortly before-and at the 1956 Photokina the Agfa camera plant released a few 
more outstanding models to the public, thus rounding up its camera program. The 
Silette L went along with the trend of built-in lightmeter in 35 mm cameras and 
contributed a valuablg addition to the silette series. To widen the range of Silette 
cameras even more, Agfa introduced at the Photokina the multi-purpose Ambi-Silette 
with interchangeable lenses to meet the most exacting demands, This camera may 
be used with 35, 50 and 90 mm lenses te give the amateur a maximum of efficiency, 

Another surprise at the Photokina was the Agfa Automatic 66, a 2% square 
camera with fully automatic exposure control. Aside from eliminating exposure 
problems, this camera incorporates the high level of operatjonal simplicity which 
has been sought for so long.

In ad- 
dition to these qualities, | look for 
evidence of originality, sensitivity 
to environment, the presentation 
of an idea; a mood or an unusual 
technique. 

It should be remembered that a 
judge can only pick the best of 
those photographs submitted. For- 
tunately, the photographs in. this 
contest were of an unusually high 
standard. The difficult problem 
here was to select winners from 
the many excellent and worthy 
éntries. 

A contest judge must keep the 
ultimate effect of his decisions in 
mind because competitions are con- 
ducted to encourage photographers 
in a given direction and to recog- 
nize and give impetus to the best 
in photographie art.

BURIAL 

(Continued from last week) 

member of the Armed 

Forces and the widow or widow- 
er, minor child, and in certain 
instances, the unmarried adult 
child are eligible for burial in 
a national cemetery. A total 
of not more than two adjoining 
(side by side) grave sites will 
be authorized for the. immedi- 
ate or eventual burial of the 
person involved in the spouse 
and parent-child relationship. 

Members of fhe Armed Forces 
and certain members of their 
immediate family are eligible 
for burial in a post cemetery. 
Burial therein is subject to 
approval of the commanding 
officer of the installation con- 
cerned. 

The Army makes an allow- 
ance to assist in defraying cost 
incurred incident to interment 
of the remains in the maximum 
» amount of $125 when burial is 

in. a civilian cemetery and $75 
' when Burial is in a national or 

post cemetery, when the re- 
mains-have been prepared for 

burial and shipped by the mili- 

tary authorities. 

The above allowance is to 
cover such items as hearse 
hire to the home, funeral 
home, church, or cemetery; 
flowers, vault; church. serv- 
ices or minister’s fee; obitu- 

> ary notices; a passenger car 
for the immediate family to 
and from the cemetery; the 
services of a funeral director, 
including use of his facilities; 
grave site; opening and clos- 
ing of the grave, and use of 
cemetery equipment, when 
burial is in a private ceme- 
tery. 

Reimbursement will be 
made only for actual expenses 
for items listed above that 
were not furnished ‘by the 
Army, when burial is in a na- 
tional or post. cemetery. - 

The. purchasing and con- 
tracting officer of the in- 
stallation from which the 
remains were shipped will 
furnish a certificate, with ap- 
propriate instructions there- 
‘qo 0M, for use in applying for 

the interment allowance. 

In all cases where care and 
disposition of the remains are 
handled by individuals other 
than military authorities and it 
is desired to make claim for 
any amount found allowable, 
one of. the following proce- 
dures will apply:

If relatives pay the bill, the 
person who paid the bill should 
submit to The QM Gen De- 
partment of the Army, Wash- 
ington 25, D. C., a letter re- 
questing reimbursement in the 
amount found allowable. This 
letter should be accompanied 
by a completely itenfized and 
receipted bill, in quadruplicate, 
and a_ statement giving ‘the 
name of the cemetery in which 
final burial was made, 


If relatives do not pay the 
funeral director, the funeral di- 
rector should submit a com- 
pletely itemized invoice, in 
quadruplicate, to The QM Gen- 
eral. The following certifica- 
tions, signed by the funeral di- 
rector and the next of kin re- 
spectively, will appear on each 
copy of the invoice: 

I certify that the above bill 
is correct and just and that 
payment therefor has not been 
received. 

I certify that I authorized 
the services listed and hereby 
request the Department of the 
Army to evaluate the bill and 
make payment to (name of fu- 
neral home) in the amount al- 
lowable (or in the amount of « 
the unpaid balance). I under- 
stand that any amount over 
and above the Government al- 
lowance is a matter -between 
myself and the funeral direc- 
tor. 

This invoice should .be 4c- 
companied by a statement giv- 
ing the name of the cemetery 
in which final burial was made. 

There are no blank forms 
to be completed in connection 
with a claim submitted in ac- 
cordance with the above. Upon 
receipt by The QM General of 
the bill prepared in either of - 
the two ways described above, 
the case will be carefully ex- 
amined and evaluated to deter- 
mine the maximum amount al- 
lowable. All pertinent facts and 
circumstances in the case, the 
place of death, and the neces- 
sity for the items billed are 
taken into consideration in set- 
tling the elaim. The items 
which may be considered in 
determining the maximum 
amount allowable by the Army, 
and limitation thereto, are — 

(1) Essential services —inci- 
dent to recovery and identifica- 
tion of the remains. 

(2) Preparation. of remains. 
Payment or reimbursefhent is 
limited as follows: 

If death occurred within the 
radius of a Contract for Care 
of Remains, reimbursement for 
items normally obtained under 
contract (removal, embalming 
and other preservation, casket 
and outside case, and hearse 
service to a local cemetery or ; 
a common-carrier terminal) if 
limited to the amount for which 
the government 
obtained the services from the 
contractor.

They were 
advertising for bids on 7369 units 
of which 3469 are Army, 3900 are 
Air Force, and none are Navy. 


These latter two figures total

approval and which the services are 
now processing, 

Under FNMA, there is not 
enough money to build half the 
units for which bidders have been 
accepted or on which bids are 
being asked, even when the $100 
million additional FNMA money is 
given by Congress.

Committee Okays Change 
In Missing Persons Act 


WASHINGTON—The House Armed Services commit- 
tee has approved a bill to broaden-the Missing Persons Act, 
taking in Reservists and National Guardsmen missing from 

weekly drills and summer training. » » 
Families of such a missing Re-j~ 


servist would get full pay and al- 
lowance of the man’s grade until 
he is found or declared legally 
dead. This would apply even to a 
man who was in a non-pay status 
when declared missing. 

The bill, HR 5807, would make 
the Missing Persons Act perma- 
nent. Until now it has been ex- 
tended on a yearly basis, ¢ 

An amendment to the bill pro- 
vides pay for members of the 
Philippine Scouts who were cap- 
tured: by the Japanese during War 
Il but were paroled to their a gee 
Some 6000 Scouts are involved, 

a cost of about $2,640,000 

The Missing Persons Act bill is 
similar to a measure that passed 
the House last Congress but died 
in the Senate. 

HERE ARE SOME of the other | 
provisions of the bill: 

@ Covers men lost in continental 
U. S.—such as those lost in air 


plane crashes or in security work. | 


@ Covers only U. S: citizens. 

@ Allows the services to. make 
determinations of death in the case 
of service dependents, who are 
covered. by the act overseas, Pre- 
viously, services had no right to 
make stich determinations so 
people had to go through long, in- 
volved court actions, This often 
held up money needed by children 
or other dependents. 

@ Allows services to dispose of a 
missing man’s auto, the money to 
go to. dependents. Also allows 
services to ship household goods to 
a man’s next of kin, rather than 
keeping it and paying. high stor- 
age charges.

THE BROOKS subcommittee, 
which considered the bill earlier, 
had quite a time deciding about 
the Philippine scouts. After’ War 
Il, the Army paid some 6000 of 
them who stayed in Japanese pris- 
ons or went to fight with guerilla 
bands.
